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1987 FOOTBALL--THE CHAMPIONSHIP YEAR

The Gardner-Webb Bulldogs have just completed 
the most successful season in the school’s history, 
winning the SAC-8 championship and advancing to 
the NAIA quarterfinals before falling to the Car- 
son-Newman Eagles, 27-24. The Bulldogs finished 
with an 11-2 record, including a 10-1 regular 
season mark. 

G-W opened the season with a monumental 28-24 
upset over NCAA Division 1-AA Western Ken¬ 
tucky. The passing combination of Jesse James to 
Tim Waters was the difference in the contest. 

James hit Waters with eight passes good for 139 
yards and two touchdowns, including a 53-yard 
bomb with less than a minute remaining in the 
game. On the day, James completed 18 of 28 pas¬ 
ses for 208 yards and three touchdowns. Western 
Kentucky would rebound from that early season 
loss to make the 1-AA national playoffs. 

Week 2 would find the Bulldogs ranked 10th in the 
nation and hungry for more. The Bulldogs used an 
explosive ground attack, led by Darrell Middleton 
with 120 yards and two touchdowns, to defeat the 
Livingstone Bears 38-3 in a heavy rain at Spangler 
Stadium. Robert Hill’s 86-yard kickoff return for a 
touchdown was the most exciting play of the after¬ 
noon. 

Newberry was the ’Dogs next opponent. The 
Bulldogs opened up a 36-7 4th quarter lead behind 
Jeff Parker’s school and SAC-8 record five field 
goals and held off a furious rally in order to defeat 
Newberry 36-29. 

Following an open week, G-W traveled to Wingate 
and spoiled the Wingate Bulldogs’ homecoming, 
winning 33-3. G-W struggled early against the 
fired up, homestanding Bulldogs but quickly 
gained control of the game in the second half be¬ 
hind the running of Darrell Middleton. Middleton 
finished the game with 114 yards rushing, including 
an electrifying 74-yard touchdown run in the fourth 
quarter. Jeff Parker also added two field goals in 
the game to break the school record, previously 
held by Carlisle Koonts, for career field goals,. 

Homecoming ’87 would prove to be a time "that 
you can go home again." The fired up Bulldogs 
scored on the first play from scrimmage on a 
school record 84-yard run by Chris Poston, and 
then scored often thereafter in blasting arch-rival 
Lenoir-Rhyne 56-5. Middleton again led the 
troops with 170 yards rushing while Poston added 
146. Altogether, G-W gained 607 yards against a 
Bear team that would lose only one more game the 
rest of the season. 

Catawba had been a stumbling block for the 
Bulldogs in each of the last two years and appeared 


to be well on the way to defeating G-W for a 
third straight year as they grabbed an early 10-0 
lead. However, Jesse James passed the 
Bulldogs quickly back into contention. James 
finished with 254 yards passing, and Darrell 
Middleton finished with his third straight game 
with over 100 yards rushing. G-W left with a 31- 
17 win. Kelvin Richardson caught four passes 
for 82 yards, and Tim Waters caught two passes 
for 76 yards, including a 57-yard touchdown 
pass. 

Nationally third-ranked GWC carried a 6-0 
record into the game against Carson-Newman. 
The ranking was the highest ever and the 6-0 
start was the best in senior college history. Car¬ 
son-Newman, the defending national cham¬ 
pions, were only 4-2 but were now healthy for 
the first time since opening season victories over 
top 10 teams. Carson-Newman jumped on the 
Bulldogs early and G-W could never recover, 
falling 35-16. Kenneth Tyson, the Eagles’ All- 
American running back who was out with in¬ 
juries during their two losses, carried 35 times 
for 200 yards. Jesse James threw for 232 yards 
for the Bulldogs. 

Coming back from a devastating loss is never 
easy, especially when the opponent is Elon. 
Again just as they had the week before, G-W fell 
behind 14-0 in the first quarter. However, this 
time the Bulldogs came roaring back to win, 
going away 49-28. Jesse James again led the 
onslaught, rushing for two touchdowns, passing 
for another, and accounting for 236 yards of 
total offense. Darrell Middleton passed the cen¬ 
tury mark for the fifth time with 151 yards, and 
Kelvin Richardson had two catches for 72 yards, 
including a 62-yard touchdown. On the day the* 
’Dogs rolled up 524 yards of total offense. It 
was the third straight victory over traditional 
power Elon and set up a battle with Pres¬ 
byterian for the SAC-8 championship and an 
automatic playoff berth. 

Presbyterian 20-GWC 0 in the first quarter 
Game’s over, right? Wrong! G-W came back to 
score 17 unanswered points before halftime and 
tied the score 20-20 on a 50-yard Jeff Parker 
field goal in the third quarter. Curtis Pressley 
opened the scoring for the Bulldogs on a 36- 
yard fake punt on the last play of the first 
quarter. Parker added a field goal to make it 20- 
JO, and Jesse James hit Frank Cunningham on a 
24-yard touchdown pass with 1:58 left in the half 
to cut the lead to three. After the Blue Hose 
kicked two third-quarter field goals, G-W drove 
68 yards for the winning touchdown with Chris 
Poston going over the top for the final yard. 




The Bulldogs thwarted a couple of late scoring op¬ 
portunities by PC to secure the victory. Only Mars 
Hill stood in the way of a SAC-8 crown. 

A nervous G-W squad turned the ball over five 
times and trailed 27-14 with 8:14 left in the third 
quarter. However, Poston caught a 27-yard pass 
from James, and Bobby Wray scored touchdowns 
of 31 and 18 yards to give the Bulldogs the victory 
and the SAC-8 championship. Jeff Parker scored 
eight points in the game to set a new record for 
points scored in a career. Wray rushed for 111 
yards and Chris Poston for 106 while James con¬ 
tinued his excellent play with 216 yards passing. 

The Wofford game gave the Bulldogs a chance to 
warm up for the playoffs and an opportunity to set 
some team and SAC-8 records. In the 36-3 win, 
the Bulldogs set new SAC-8 marks with 388 regular 
season points scored and 49 touchdowns scored. 

Jeff Parker also set SAC-8 marks for field goals 
kicked with 16 and extra points kicked with 46. 

The Bulldogs headed into the playoffs with a 10-1 
record, the best in school history. 

Moorhead State of Minnesota was the Bulldogs 
first opponent. It was quickly evident that the visit¬ 
ing Dragons were no match for the powerful 
Bulldogs even on an extremely wet field. G-W 
scored on its first two possessions and rolled to a 
27-7 victory. Bobby Wray went over the 100-yard 
rushing mark for the third straight week and was 
named the Offensive Most Valuable Player. Kevin 
Sawyer made 15 tackles and was the defensive 
MVP. 

Revenge week! The Bulldogs went to Carson-New- 
man with one thought in mind—to avenge their only 
loss of the season. The fired up Bulldogs scored 
on their first possession and three of their first five 
possessions to take a 21-10 halftime lead. 

However, on the Bulldogs' first possession of the 
third quarter they were dealt a staggering blow, 
when for the first time in his career Jesse James 
went out of a game with an injury. He would not 
return. The Bulldogs were unable to score another 
touchdown. The Bulldog defense hung tough, but 
a G-W turnover on their own 1 yard line allowed 
Carson-Newman to take their first lead. Jeff 
Parker’s field goal with 8:11 left in the game 
knotted the score at 24-24 before Louis Reveiz 
kicked the game winner with only 4:15 left on the 
clock. The Bulldogs never seriously threatened to 
score again. 

While at the time the Carson-Newman loss seemed 
devastating, it cannot overshadow the tremendous 
season the Bulldogs had. The 1987 team will go 
down in G-W history as a team of champions. 

With 16 starters returning for next season, perhaps 
the first of many. 

Nineteen different players from this year’s squad 
received All-SAC 8, All-District 26 or All- 
American honors. Sophomore place kicker Jeff 


Parker was named 1st team All-American by 
the NAIA and by the Associated Press. 

In addition, Coach Woody Fish was named 
SAC-8, District 26 and Kodak College Division 
Region II Coach of the Year. He is also in the 
running for the NAIA and the Kodak national 
coach of the year awards to be announced in 
January.

An English major from the Class of 1976 
is now an award-winning short story 
writer. Ron Rash 76 traveled to New 
York in December to give a reading and 
collect a cash award for his story, ”The 
Night the New Jesus Fell to Earth in 
Cliffside, North Carolina.” 

The story appeared ,in A Carolina 
Literary Companion , a three-year-old 
N. C. publication. The Companion was 
one of three magazines to receive 
awards in the national literary competi¬ 
tion sponsored by the General Electric 
Foundation and the Coordinating 
Council of Literary Magazines in New 
York. (The other magazine winners 
were The Pans Review and The Georgia 
Review .)

Rash, who headed the art department at 
Gardner-Webb from 1965 until his 
death in 1980.

Former Farmer 
Bridges Is Now A 
Tiller Of The Mind

After more than lOyears of farming 
in the small, rural community of 
Hopewell in the North Carolina 
mountains, Dr. Worth Bridges decid¬ 
ed to give college a try, and fell in love 
with learning. 

Celebrating his 20th year at Abraham 
Baldwin Agricultural College in Tifton, 
Bridges said he strongly believes in the 
importance of education. 

“Coming from a rural background 
and farm, and realizing w 7 hat an edu¬ 
cation meant and w hat it could do for 
a person, I have a commitment to 
communicate this to all young people,” 
he said. ‘‘In this sophisticated, comput¬ 
er age, it is even more important to 
have an education. The farmer of to¬ 
day has to be a businessman and a 
chemist. He has to be an extremely 
knowledgeable person. This is true in 
all other areas of life.” 

More changes in technology will oc¬ 
cur in the next five years than in the last 
50 years, Bridges said. Fifty percent of 
the jobs that will be available do not 
even exist now 7 , he said. 

“Students have to be so well- 
educated in a well-rounded way, so that 
they can be flexible . . . They will have 
to be able to change to something else,” 
he said. 

Having been there himself, Bridges 
said he can relate to the older student. 
He said he admires any person who 
goes back to school at any age and 
wants to learn more. 

“Learning is a life-long process, not 
something to do until age 22 and quit,” 
he said. 

Bridges is a living example of his 
words. Born on a farm in North 
Carolina, Bridges graduated from Hollis 
Elementary and High School in 
Ellenboro. 

“We could sit on the porch and look 
at the front of a mountain ... I crossed 
a mountain to go to school,” he said. 

Bridges, salutatorian in a graduating 
class of six, continued his father’s farm¬ 
ing business after graduating, and mar¬ 
ried Hazel Greene, whom he met at 
church, one year later. They had two 
children, Steve and Charlene. 

Ten years into a successful farming 
career, he said he did not feel that his 
life was fulfilled. 


“There was something more I want¬ 
ed out of life,” he said. 

At the age of 28, he and another man 
in the community enrolled in 
Gardner-Webb College, a junior college 
in Boiling Springs, N.C., in the summer. 
The first year, he farmed while attend¬ 
ing school part-time, and the second 
year, he attended school full-time and 
began closing down his farming 
business. 

Gardner-Webb presented Bridges 
with the Huggins Citizenship Award, 
the highest non-academic award given 
to a male student, and an Award for 
Scholarship. 

Transferring to Furman University in 
Greenville, S.C., Bridges said he and his 
wife began noticing that their daughter 
Charlene, 5, bruised easily. They took 
her to a doctor, who told them that 
their daughter had a rare blood disease 
that was incurable, a disease that was 
traced to a medication she had taken. 
Charlene lived only five months after 
the diagnosis. 

“She couldn’t comprehend what was 
happening,” he said. “It was hard (to 
accept). We just tried to cope 
together.” 

Bridges graduated cum laude from 
Furman with a major in history and a 
minor in education. He taught U.S. and 
world history subjects one year at Car¬ 
olina High School, also in Greenville, 
where he and his wife had another 
daughter, Robin. 

Selected as one of 30 for a National 
Defense Fellowship from the Universi¬ 
ty of Georgia in the area of guidance 
and counseling. Bridges and his family 
moved to Athens. He completed studies 
at the university’s Counseling and Gui¬ 
dance Institute that school year, and 
finished requirements for a master’s de¬ 
gree in education with a counseling ma¬ 
jor that summer. 

“Being able to get the fellowship was 
the best thing that ever happened to 
me,” he said. “I loved the program. I 
met people from Georgia, which is how 
I later came back to Georgia.” 

Bridges said he became interested in 
guidance and counseling at Gardner- 
Webb through his friendship with the 
director of counseling and instructor of 
psychology there. Ironically, Bridges 
was offered the same position at 
Gardner-Webb upon completion of his 
master’s degree. 

Three years later. Dr. Rosemary 
Johnson, who met Bridges when both 
were awarded fellowships to UGA, 
called to ask him if he would be inter¬ 
ested in a position at ABAC. 

“My first response was ‘What is 
that?”’ he said. 



Of course it was Abraham Baldwin 
Agricultural College in Tifton, which 
hired Bridges as dean of men, director 
of student activities and assistant pro¬ 
fessor of social sciences. 

I liked ABAC, because of the fact 
that it was agricultural. It was connect¬ 
ed to what I had already spent most of 
my life doing,” he said. “I knew I 
would be able to identify well with the 
students here, especially those from 
small, rural areas and farm students.” 

While at Gardner-Webb and ABAC, 
Bridges began working on his 
doctorate. He was awarded a Title III 
Scholarship to complete his course 
work in 1969, taking educational leave 
from ABAC. He obtained his doctor of 
education degree in counseling from 
the University of Georgia in 1971. That 
same year, Bridges was named ABAC’S 
acting dean of students and coordina¬ 
tor of Student Personnel Services. He 
officially assumed his current role as 
dean of students in 1972. 

Bridges received the Georgia College 
Personnel Association Professional Ser¬ 
vice Award in 1983, and was named to 
Who s Who in the South and South¬ 
west in 1985. Currently serving on the 
board of directors and executive board 
of the Mental Health Association of 
Georgia, he was president of the organ¬ 
ization in the 1983-84 term. 

Admitting that he still misses farming, 
Bridges said he has to plant a garden 
every year and grow a few things to sat¬ 
isfy his need to till the soil. 

While remembering his roots, Bridg¬ 
es has his feet firmly planted in educa¬ 
tion as a tiller of the mind.

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CONCERT CHOIR BOUND FOR CARNEGIE HALL & EUROPE 



G-W’s 45-member Concert Choir will perform in Carnegie Hall in May. The group will sing 

Beethoven’s Missa Solemnis. 

This invitation is the third invitation to perform in Carnegie Hall that the G-W Concert Choir has received over the last 
year, according to Dr. Phil D. Perrin, conductor. "Entrepreneur organizations seek to organize concerts in Carnegie Hall by 
inviting groups by reputation. For our performance we will be singing with other highly respected choral groups," Perrin ex- 
plains. 

Internationally known conductor Lucas Foss will conduct the joint performance. 

The choir will follow their May 22 performance in Carnegie Hall with a European tour, whose itinerary includes England, 
France, Luxembourg, Holland and Germany. 

"In Europe we will give an a cappella program of American music. We feel we ought to share the finest American choral 
music in these countries." The American program will include representative types—such as art songs, patriotic songs, 
spirituals-of choral music from the beginning to the present. 

The choir will give a performance in the Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris. European Baptist churches and other 
cathedrals will host additional performances. 

"We’re three fourths ready," Perrin says. He adds that the students are definitely excited. Most of them have never been to 
Europe — and many have never been to New York." 

The tour will last May 17 - June 4,1988. 


Helping to finance the tour have been three major gifts. 

Max ’50 and Mary Padgett of Hickory have made a $10,000 endowment gift to the choir. The Morganton Kiwanis Club and 
Dr. and Mrs. Frank Logan of Rutherfordton have also made generous gifts. 

Perrin, who has conducted choral groups at GWC for 17 years, says that the Concert Choir will be grateful for additional 
financial support of the N. Y. and European performances. 

Proceeds from the sale of the choir’s album, "O Clap Your Hands," are being applied to the cost of the trip. The album is 
available for $10 by writing the Campus Shop, the G-W music department or Dr. Phil D. Perrin, GWC, Boiling Springs, NC 

28017. 

Perrin founded the choir in 1984 with the goal of developing an outstanding choral group with a national reputation for 
musical excellence. During its first year, the choir progressed rapidly toward that goal, receiving rave reiews along the way. 

"This Concert Choir is the finest choral group both musically and vocally that Gardner-Webb has ever produced," Perrin 
proudly states. "The choir can sing a Renaissance motet, a Messiah chorus, a folk song or an up-tempo spiritual with equal 
musical excellence." 

This year the choir’s reputation continues to grow as the group gives some 30 performances across the region. In October 
the choir performed at First Methodist Church, Rutherfordton, as part of the Logan Preaching Mission.

THE GOSPEL BEGAN IN THE MARKETPLACE

Probably the nearest thing we have today to the ancient town marketplace is the flea market. 

Those who look on the chur ch directory page this week will see a depiction of the ancient Jerusalem market 
done by biblical cartoonist John Lehti. Lehti points out that the marketplace was sort of an open-air depart¬ 
ment store, but each department was operated by the craftsman or farmer who produced what was being sold, 
not like today’s department store where the sales person possibly doesn’t know how to make the item he’s sell¬ 
ing. 

But the marketplace was also where people met and talked, besides carrying on their business. 

The first disciples preached not only in the vicinity of the temple, but also in the marketplaces of Jerusalem 
and other towns in Judea, and in synagogues and marketplaces in other cities and towns in the Middle East. 

It’s doubtful that you’ll find fleas for sale at a flea market, but you can find all sorts of other things, including 
items that were not even dreamed of by the ancients, such as radios, television sets, electric mixers, toasters 
and a plethora of other things we moderns think we can’t do without. 

And at Smiley’s Flea Market at Fletcher you’ll likely find a young man who is a sort of salesman, but what he 
has is not for sale: he will give it to you. He’s also like one of the early disciples. 

He’s Greg Young, an associate for the summer at Naples Baptist Church, who is to some degree emulating the 
first disciples of Jesus: he’s using the marketplace as a platform to tell others of his faith in the marketplace 
and perhaps to influence them to join him in his faith. 

Young is a senior at Gardner-Webb College. He hopes to enter full-time Christian service after he graduates. 

This is his third summer of manning the booth at the flea market on U.S. Hwy. 25 just this side of Fletcher. 
And, he says, he enjoys it. 

"It helps me share my faith with people," he said, "whether it is with people who love the Lord or with people 
who reject him. Each conversation enables me to grow spiritually, and it is that type of experience I value."

STALEY LECTURES 1987: 

In Search of Humanity

Under the leadership of the 
Religious Activities Committee, 

GWC hosted Dr. Molly T. Marshall- 
Green, assistant professor of Chris¬ 
tian theology at The Southern Bap¬ 
tist Theological Seminary, as the 
Staley Distinguished Christian 
Scholar, October 5 through 7. 

Dr. Marshall-Green conducted 
three lectures in the Paul Porter 
Arena of the Lutz-Yelton Convoca¬ 
tion Center and also conducted an 
informal discussion session on the 
afternoon of October 6. 

In Search of Humanity was the 
theme of this year’s Staley Lectures. 
Dr. Marshall-Green explored the 
topics, "The Origin of Humanity" 
and "The Pursuits of Humanity" in 
the formal lectures. 

The questions of human origin are 
asked in every generation, according 
to Dr. Marshall-Green. Each 


generation also poses possible 
answers to the questions of origin, in¬ 
cluding biological, historical, scien¬ 
tific and theological insights. Dr. 
Marshall-Green challenged her 
audience to be open to all available 
insights and to learn that theological 
insights about the origin of humanity 
need not exclude the insights of 
science and history. 

Whole humanity includes male and 
female, Dr. Marshall-Green sug¬ 
gested in her second lecture. Aliena¬ 
tion between the genders is not the 
only type of alienation we experience 
as human beings; we are alienated 
from our world and from the 
Creator. The challenge of humanity, 
both male and female, is to over¬ 
come the alienation of gender 
through the recognition that we 
share our humanity before we are 
separated by gender. The "duality of 
humanity" calls us to find wholeness 
in our world through cooperation 
with one another. The Creator 
made us distinct for relationship 
rather than for isolation, Dr. Mar¬ 
shall-Green declared. 

The final lecture, "The Pursuits of 
Humanity," addressed the future of 
humanity, "What do we hope for?" 

Dr. Marshall-Green observed that 
modern humanity has fallen prey to 
the concepts of "exaggeration," "ex- 
pendability" and "excessiveness." 

These influences threaten to under¬ 
mine the health and wholeness of 
humanity. 

In response to the threats of exag¬ 
geration, expendability and exces¬ 
siveness, Dr Marshall-Green chal¬ 
lenged the cultivation of "the seven 
graces" that might spur humanity on. 
The first three graces were drawn 
from Paul’s words in I Corinthians 
13: faith, hope, and love. The 
remaining graces included: kind¬ 
ness, mercy, justice and prudence. 

The 1987 Staley Lectures were well- 
attended by students and faculty. 

Dr. Marshall-Green was received 
graciously by the College family. 
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G-W’s Dr. Glenn Bottoms answers questions 
concerning computers at the Farmers at the 
Crossroads workshop sponsored by the Broyhill 
Academy in November. 

G-W’s Broyhill Academy presented 
awards to two farmers and a farm wife 
during the halftime show November 7. 
The awards were presented in con¬ 
junction with the annual farmers’ 
workshop held on campus that day. 

Joe Lail of Shelby received the Out¬ 
standing Young Farmer of the Year 
Award. Lail, a soybean and small 
grains farmer, is a member of the 
Young Farmers Organization and the 
board of directors of the Farm 
Bureau. Last year the Shelby Jaycees 
named him Young Farmer of the 
Year. 

Max J. Hamrick of Boiling Springs 
received the Outstanding Farmer of 
the Year Award. Hamrick, a partner 
with Hamrick Brothers farm in 
Swainsville, has served in leadership 
positions on the N. C. Dairy Founda¬ 
tion and the Southern Piedmont Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association. 

Since 1969, he has served as council¬ 
man for the Town of Boiling Springs 
and is currently mayor pro tem. 

Kathryn H. Hamrick of Boiling 
Springs received the Outstanding 
Farm Wife Award. Since 1973 she has 
written a weekly "Farmer’s Wife" 
column for area newspapers. She and 
her husband, Cline B. Hamrick, 
operated a dairy farm from 1970-1986. 
For the past year she has been direc¬ 
tor of public information at GWC. 






Enrollment Nears 2,000, But 
Wait Until Next Year 

G-W’s fall enrollment reached 1971 
students, making the enrollment the 
highest ever for the College.But what 
really fuels President White’s op¬ 
timism is that applications for next 
year are up 54%. 

Increasing the enrollment is a top 
priority for White. He receives weekly 
reports from the admissions office on 
progress in student recruitment. 

By December 12,1986, the admissions | 
office had received 224 applications. 

By December 11,1987, however, 
Gardner-Webb had received 344 ap¬ 
plications. 

Even more encouraging are the statis- • 
tics on paid deposits. ’They’re up 
112%," White reports. 

While there is no clear-cut explana¬ 
tion as to why the figures have in¬ 
creased so dramatically, President 
White can point to several factors. 

"I think the key word is attitude," he 
says." There appears to be a positive 
attitude on the part of the entire col¬ 
lege community - faculty, staff and 
students. In the final analysis, happy 
students are our best recruiters." 

There is a real and growing sense of 
pride on campus.As a result of the suc¬ 
cess of the College’s current capital 
campaign, significant improvements 
have been made on campus. The 
cafeteria, several of the dormitories, 
and the grounds have been spruced 
up. 

In addition to a positive spirit and 
pride, White cites the increase in staff 
and efficiency in the admissions 
program as a factor in the growth in 
both the enrollment and the number 
of applications. 

"The enhanced publicity the College v 
has received and the championship 
football team are also factors," White 
states. i

MUSICIAN RETIRES 57-YEAR OLD DEBT

A performer at Saturday’s Earl Scruggs celebration at Gardner-Webb 
College paid off a 57-year-old educational debt. 

Rutherford County native Dewitt "Snuffy" Jenkins gave G-W President 
Christopher White a $20 bill to complete what Jenkins owed toward his 
1930 tuition. 

Jenkins attended Boiling Springs High School, now Gardner-Webb, for 
one semester, but had to drop out because of financial pressures 
brought on by the Depression. 

The 78-year-old Jenkins is a pioneer of the three-finger style of banjo 
picking later made famous by Earl Scruggs, a Cleveland County native. 

"I picked cotton and fired the boiler at the school, but still couldn’t pay 
the bill," Jenkins said. "It came across my mind every once in a while 
over the years." 

White, who welcomed guests to the music celebration, said of Jenkins’ 
gesture, "It’s fantastic. I’ve never had anything like that happen before." 

The all-day music event, a cooperative effort between the college and 
the Boiling Springs community, was well-attended. Partial funding came 
from the N. C. Arts Council, Folklife Section. 

There were bluegrass music exhibits, craft demonstrations and music 
workshops. The day concluded with a concert by the Doug Dillard 
Band at the Lutz-Yelton Convocation Center. 

Dr. Joyce Brown [professor of English], who chaired the Earl Scruggs 
committee, noted "events like this help bring about understanding and 
appreciation of people of varying backgrounds." 

The workshops conducted by Etta Baker, Margaret Martin and 
bluegrass historian Dr. Neil Rosenberg of Newfoundland "brought a 
greater appreciation of music, and that’s what this is all about," said Dr. 
Brown. "A lot of people were touched by this event." 

Boiling Springs Mayor John Washburn Jr. [Class of 1958], who also 
served on the celebration committee commented, "I thought everything 
was fantastic - attendance, performances and the weather. Everything 
was in our favor. I was real impressed with the seminar that afternoon. 

I thought that was one of the best parts." 

While last year’s program was tied in with the town’s 75th anniversary 
observance, Washburn noted, "This Saturday we proved this type of 
celebration can stand on its own. Joyce (Brown) and the committee 
worked real hard on this. I think this shows the program is viable and 
maybe can continue as an annual affair."

DR. JOHN CHESKY 
PUBLISHES RESEARCH 
ARTICLE 

Dr. John Chesky, assistant professor 
of education, co-authored an article 
that appeared in the May/June 1987 
edition of The Journal of Educational 
Research. 

The article is entitled "The Effects 
of Prior Knowledge and Audience 
on High School Students’ Writing." 

The data for this article were 
gathered for Dr. Cheskys disserta¬ 
tion. 

Forty high school juniors in a small 
midwestern town wrote an essay on a 
topic on which they had low-prior 
knowledge ("tobacco price sup¬ 
ports") and 40 high school juniors 
wrote about a topic on which they 
had high-prior knowledge ("the 
problems with teachers"). 

The article reveals that students 
who wrote with high-prior 
knowledge wrote more and wrote 
better; these students found writing 
to be more enjoyable and easier than 
did the students who wrote with low- 
prior knowledge. 

In Chesky 5 s study, the effect of 
audience was not as strong as the ef¬ 
fect of prior knowledge on the quan¬ 
tity and quality of student writing.

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BASKETBALL:BiiIldogs Off To Fast Start

The Runnin’ Bulldogs are off to their best start 
since the 1983-84 season with an 8-3 record. The 
Bulldogs are 3-0 in District 26 competition. The 
Bulldogs were 8-2 at the Christmas break in 1983- 
84. 

The pre-Christmas schedule was a tough test for 
the Bulldog cagers with six games scheduled out¬ 
side the district against teams that finished first or 
second in their respective districts last year. There 
were two games against NAIA national tourna¬ 
ment participants and national runner-up West Vir¬ 
ginia State. The Bulldogs were 3-3 in those games 
and 5-3 overall outside the district. 

"We try to schedule several tough non-district 
games early in the year," stated Coach Jim Wiles. 
"These games help our program in many ways. Ob¬ 
viously, games against tough competition challenge 
our team, and we believe that this will make us bet¬ 
ter down the stretch against the district teams. 

Also, when we defeat fine teams like Birmingham- 
Southern, William Carey and West Virginia State, 
it can bring national attention to our program." 

Three early wins in District 26 have also helped the 
Bulldogs off to a fast start. The Bulldogs have 
averaged 81.0 points per district game while giving 
up only 59.0 points per contest against district com¬ 
petition. "It feels good to be 3-0 this time of year in 
our league. However, there is still a long district 
schedule ahead of us. The teams that we have 
beaten will all be tough down the stretch, and there 
are a lot of fine clubs that we have not played yet," 
said Coach Wiles. 

There are many reasons for the Bulldogs fast start 
this year. First, the experience gained during the 
past two years by the Bulldog players have made 
them aware of what it takes to be successful in the 
Bulldog system. Though there are still plenty of 
young players on this year’s team, there is plenty of 
experience as many of the sophomores and juniors 
played extensively last year. 

The second reason is the addition of transfer 
Donald Simmons and return of Barry Mayo on a 
full-time status. These players have added offen¬ 
sive punch at the wing position. Simmons is averag¬ 
ing 16.1 points per game and Mayo 11.9 points. 

Another reason is the play of returning starters 
Stan Easterling (18.2 PPG, 10.8 RPG), Brad Smith 
(12.8 PPG, 4.1 assists per game) and Anthony 
Hailey (8.7 PPG, 5.5 RPG). Steve Conley (6.1 
PPG, 3.8 RPG) has added valuable depth on the 
front-line. 

The Runnin’ Bulldogs returned to action January 3 
against Grace College in the Nassau, Bahamas 
Great Goombay Shootout.

The Lady Bulldogs have rebounded from a 29- 
game losing streak, spanning parts of three 
seasons, to win two of their next four games and 
enter the Christmas break with a 2-7 record. 

The Ladies, under Coach Jeff Tubbs, lost the two 
leading scorers from last year’s 0-25 squad yet 
have played very good basketball thus far. They 
have led at halftime in seven of this year’s first 
nine games, despite playing the toughest part of 
their schedule. 

Sophomore point guard Benita Tilley has been 
the spark plug this year for G-W. She is averaging 

15.2 points, 4.9 rebounds, 4.3 assists and 3.0 steals 
per game. Gloria Campbell is the only other 
player averaging in double figures, 12.7 points. 

Roxanne Ferguson, a freshman point guard from 
Morganton, has came on strong in the last five 
games, averaging 8.0 points per game over that 
period and 4.9 for the year. Senior guard 
Mechelle Hamilton is averaging 7.8 points per 
game, while junior guard Amy Dellinger is chip¬ 
ping in with 6.8 per game.

G-W DEDICATES ITS NEW COMPUTER 

CENTER 


Ben T. Craig of Charlotte, the president of First Union Corporation and chairman and chief executive officer of 
First Union National Bank, was guest speaker November 17 for the dedication of the College’s new student com¬ 
puter center. 

The Belk-Ellis Computer Center was dedicated at a breakfast honoring the donors: the W. P. Ellis family of Shel¬ 
by, the Belk Foundation, and the Belk Stores of Shelby and Forest City. 

The donors gave $100,000 last spring to the College’s $5.95 million capital campaign and designated the funds for 
two purposes: the student computer center and the Belk-Ellis Endowed Scholarship fund. (The scholarship is for 
business students from Cleveland and Rutherford counties.) 

"The dedication of this center is one of the best things happening in the country today," Craig said. Craig centered 
his remarks on the subject of the new power of the South. 

"Institutions like Gardner-Webb are at the forefront of the good things taking place in the South," he observed. 


Craig spoke of the South’s continued growth led by a diversified economy and said, "Business people are voting 
with their feet to move here." He cited the climate, a dedicated and cooperative work force, government that works 
for rather than against business and an enhanced quality of life as factors attracting business to the South. 

"Expertise has flowed to the South from all over the world," he said. "The region has reached the point where if it 
were a nation, it would be one of the most powerful nations on earth. It is the fastest growing economy in the 
world." As a consequence, political power is shifting to the South as well, Craig said. 

He challenged the College to preserve this kind of productive society. "The South will need capital and managerial 
talent as well as hard work and people who care about one another and allow the free enterprise system to flourish. 

Introducing Craig was Paul T. Broyhill, former chairman of the board of Broyhill Furniture Industries of Lenoir 
and director of G-W’s Broyhill Academy. Broyhill has pledged $275,000 to the College, with a portion of the funds 
earmarked for the endowment of a business professorship. 

Lloyd C. Bost, trustee chairman, told the area business leaders at the dedication that the computer center "is in¬ 
dicative of what we’re about. We’re determined that Gardner-Webb maintain a high academic ranking."

G-W’s softball team, under the leadership of 
second-year coach Dr. Dee Hunt, is coming off its 
most successful season ever. The Ladies, who par¬ 
ticipated in the District 26 playoffs for the first 
time, return seven starters, including team MVP, 
outfielder Mechelle Hamilton. This year Coach 
Hunt has the added assistance of Donna 
Robertson ’86 as a graduate assistant coach. 

Last season’s returning starters include outfielder
